hite Crown Planks of Pruſſia, and the Black of Bohemia, do in their Durableneſs 
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equal or rather excecd that of our Engliſb Production of like Dimenſions, which we 
conceive to ariſe from this plain Reaſon, viz. That the foreign Oak being of much - 


uicker Growth than ours, their Trees arrive at a Stature capable of yielding Plank of 
thoſe Meaſures while they are yet in their ſound and vigorous State of Growing; 


whereas that of England advancing in its Growth more ſlowly, arrives not at theſe Di- 


menſions till it be come to, or rather paſt the full of its Growth, fifty Years ſufficing 
to raiſe the foreign, to what the Engliſb will not be brought to in an hundred and fifty. 

But whether we are right or not in this our Reaſoning, it is upon daily Experience 
moſt evident, that our Eaſt India, and other Ships of greateſt Burden, built with 
this large forcign Plank well choſen, prove in their Durableneſs without Exception. 


Variety of Inſtances lying before us of Ships built wholly of Engliſh Stuff, as well in 
his Majeſty's Yards, as Merchants, which have periſhed in half c time others of like 


burden compos d wholly of foreign, have been obſerved todo. 
From wheneealf6 it i, that tho the Engliſb Plank of ſhort t out of y 
growing Timber is manifeſtly better than Eaſt Country, and t 3 
thereto in laying of a Gun- Deck as far as the three Streaks next the Ships Sides where 
ſhort Stuff will ſerve, the Quality of its Wood bearing better with being kept well and

| oreover, 1t is yet to be noted that in Planking of a Ship with foreign Plank, the 
Builder ſhall not be driven to put in above three or four Pieces, where in a like Ship 


done with Engliſh, he ſhall be obliged to uſe an hundred, to the no leſs Impairment of 


the Strength W the Work, than encreaſe of its Charge, both in Stuff and Labour. 

So that uppn the whole, our unanimous Opinion is, that large Planks well 
choſen of the 3 Growths before mention'd, are in their Service at leaſt as durable, 
in their Coſt leſs chargeable, and the Uſe of them (through the Scarcity of Engliſh) 
become at this day indiſpenſable.
